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Organic Phosphate Poisoning 


M.D., Medical Officer,

The past few years have witnessed intense research 
the development new insecticides, and products 
such DDT, DDD, chlordane and others have proved 
boon the agricultural industry. However, 
these new compounds, beside being effective insect 
killers, are also toxic humans and can dangerous 
improperly handled. Recently new group com- 
pounds, the organic phosphates, has come into use and 
represents potential threat human beings. 

During the 1948-49 Fiscal Year the Bureau 
Adult Health received reports over cases 
organic phosphate poisoning California, 
with one death due parathion. Undoubtedly there 
have been other cases which were not reported. Four 
parathion deaths and one near-fatality have recently 
been reported eastern states. Since the organic phos- 
phates have only recently come into widespread use, 
dangers their toxicity may not familiar all the 
people who use them. 

Cases poisoning have among people 
engaged the manufacture these materials, those 
compounding solutions, agricultural workers apply- 
ing them, experimental workers, and even people 
who have unwittingly come contact with them. 
example the latter the case welder who cut 
into pipe containing parathion and developed symp- 
toms poisoning minutes later. number cases 
poisoning have occurred among men who worked 
orehards several days after spraying had occurred.

organic solvents including ethers, alcohols, and animal 
and vegetable oils. stable neutral solution, but 
rapidly hydrolyzed the presence alkalies, 
including soap. actual application insecticide, 
the material wettable powder form suspended 
water and sprayed, may dusted. 

Absorption—These products are rapidly absorbed 
through the intact skin, property which makes them 
extremely hazardous. They are only slightly irritating 
when first applied the skin, that there imme- 
diate warning sign the potential danger. They 
are also absorbed through inhalation their vapors 
and dusts. they are splashed the eye there 
intense contraction the pupil, resulting tempo- 
rary blindness. 

Symptoms—Observed cases have varied from those 
showing mild, transient symptoms those severe 
result death. Early symptoms include head- 
ache, nausea, vomiting, dizziness, cramps, and con- 
striction the pupils the eyes. More severe poison- 
ing manifested feeling tightness the chest, 
diarrhea, difficulty breathing, twitching the 
muscles, convulsions, and coma. 
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Diagnosis—Accurate diagnosis depends upon ob- 
taining history exposure the organic phosphates. 
high index suspicion should maintained, espe- 
cially agricultural areas where the material most 
commonly used. However, cases have also occurred 
the cities, especially among workers engaged manu- 
facture formulation the insecticides. Any per- 
son who may have come contact with organic 
phosphate and who complains headache, dizziness, 
nausea, difficult breathing, blurred vision should 
suspected suffering from acute poisoning. 

Treatment—Atropine specific drug for com- 
bating the effects the organic phosphates. Large 
early and repeated frequently necessary. Any ex- 
posed person developing symptoms headache, nau- 
sea, diarrhea, difficulty breathing seeing should 
immediately removed from the exposure and seen 
physician. His clothes should changed, and 
exposed skin washed with soap and water. there 
difficulty breathing, the patient should placed 
position with his chest lower than his trunk 
that excess bronchial secretions will drain out, and 
artificial respiration given. available, oxygen should 
administered while waiting for the arrival 
physician. 

Prevention—All contact with the bare skin must 
avoided and natural rubber gloves must worn 
when handling organic phosphates. any material 
gets the skin should thoroughly and quickly 
washed off with copious amounts soap and water. 
Workmen should provided with freshly laundered 
and should wear fresh clothing each day, 
socks and underwear. However, sprayers 
others who are likely drenched with the chemicals 
should provided with cellophane cape and hat 
other liquid-repellent garment, ordinary clothing 
will prove merely reservoir for further absorp- 
tion. Inhalation should avoided use chem- 
ical respirator (full face piece type equipped 
with GMC-1 Workers should bathe with 
soap and water after using the materials. Contamina- 
tion food and tobacco should avoided. added 
safeguard avoid prolonged exposure. This may 
accomplished rotating workers different job 
assignments that one worker deals with the 
phosphates day after day.

The State Department Public Health rapidly 
gtting motion cooperative health program for 
emergency services San Joaquin Valley counties 
where the problems agricultural workers have this 
become acute due high level unemploy- 
ment.

ing nutritional programs. 
The department will assign health educators within the 
limits available personnel the local health departments 
basis assist health education, and training 
for local personnel who will assist providing services 
for agricultural workers. 

The department will assign sanitarians within the limits 
available personnel local health departments emer- 
basis, assist coordinating the activities inspectors 
the State Division Housing and sanitarians local health 
departments, and assist survey housing for migrants. 


The department will ask the San Joaquin Valley Super- 
visors Association expand the definition medical emer- 
gency” include prenatal and postnatal care, and medical and 
hospital services for indigent sick children. 

The department now planning epidemiologie study 
diarrheal diseases, and will submit proposal the National 
Institute for Health for assistance conducting this study. 
addition, the department will conduct studies the control 
flies means reducing the incidence diarrheal diseases 
the central valley. 

The department will take the leadership coordinating 
the activities the state departments and agencies interested 
health education programs the counties concerned. 

Nutritionists the State Department Public Health, 
the Agricultural Extension Service, the Department Educa- 
tion, and other agencies have developed recipes and instructions 
for the utilization surplus foods, and such recipes and instruc- 
tions will distributed local welfare departments the 
time distribution surplus foods. 

10. The department will take the initiative and provide lead- 
ership joint study with other agencies the food habits, 
uses, facilities, and practices agricultural workers order 
improve nutritional status wherever possible. 

11. The department will secure from the local health officers 
the initial information survey housing for migrants, con- 
solidating and analyzing such information. 

12. The department, conjunction with the Division 
Housing the Department Industrial Relations, will under- 
take study responsibilities, practices and needs the inspec- 
tion services housing for migrants. This study will not, how- 
ever, undertaken until the additional personnel requested 
the Division Housing for inspection labor camps has had 
opportunity work close cooperation with local health 
departments, and until local health departments have intensified 
their activities improve the sanitary environment the unin- 
corporated urban areas adjacent cities and towns and those 
settlements agricultural workers not coming under the juris- 
diction the Division Housing. 

13. The department will meet with representatives other 
agencies such the American Red Cross, the State Chamber 
Commerce, the Agricultural Extension Service, departments 
state and local governments, assist the delineation the 
ways which these organizations and agencies may assist 
providing public health services for agricultural workers.

Provisional estimates the population the 
United States for July 1949, have been released 
the Bureau the Census for regions, divisions and 
states. Although based the census April, 1940, the 
new estimates have made supplementary use official 
records births, deaths, net immigration, school en- 
rollment, cetera. 

California’s civilian population July 1949, 
estimated 10,531,000. The 1940 population was 
6,857,370. The from 1940 1949 thus 
3,673,630 people, gain 53.6 percent. 

This State’s percentage gain was exceeded some- 
what Oregon and Nevada, but its increase actual 
population was far greater than any other state. Nearest 
rivals were Michigan, Ohio and Texas, each which 
acquired slightly more than 1,000,000 new residents 
between 1940 and 1949. 

The Bureau the Census points out that the census 
1950 likely show appreciable variations, par- 
ticularly for some states, from the present estimates. 
The 1949 figures are being released, however, because 
the extensive demand for standard set estimates 
prepared according the methods previous years.’’

Effect Fluorides Dental 
Caries Reported 

Findings four studies the topically 
applied fluorides dental caries the permanent 
teeth children are reported the November 11, 1949 
issue Public Health Reports. 

John Knutson, D.D.S., Dr. H., and Grace 
Scholz, both the Public Health Service, summarize 
the findings follows: 

solution sodium fluoride, preceded dental cleans- 
ing, effects percent reduction dental caries inci- 
dence. More than four applications not the 
effect. 

The caries-inhibiting value topically applied 
sodium fluoride not appreciably decreased during 
three-year period following treatment. 

The omission dental cleansing prior series 
applications reduces the effectiveness the fluoride 
applications approximately one-half. 

Application saturated solution lead 
fluoride (0.06 percent), using the same application 
technique for solution sodium fluoride, not asso- 
ciated with significant reduction the incidence 
dental caries. 

fluoride the teeth, followed immediately per- 
cent solution chloride, does not the 
earies-prophylactic effect accomplished the use 
solution sodium fluoride alone. 

increase the time interval between appli- 
cations the fluoride solution given series appli- 
cations from one two week one each three six 
months decreases the effect ob- 
served. 

fluoride appears equally effective inhibiting 
new dental caries percent solution.

intendent.
